1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of the Auditors, Agents, and 
other committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount. 
for the early payment of taxes, or take any action relat- 
ing thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Tax Collector’s Deed. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
Day, and appoint a committee for same. 


8. To raise such'sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairs of highways and bridges for the year 
ensuing, and make appropriations for same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to apply for Town 
Road Aid for Class 5 Roads. 


10. To see if the Town will vote for State Aid.

11. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for sanding Class 5 Roads. 


12. To see how much money the Town will raise 
‘cand appropriate for tar for Town roads.

17. By petition: To see if the Town will vote $500.00 
a year to construct a black; road from Bockes Corner, 
Mammoth Road to Castle Hill Road and then continue 
same on Castle Hill Road to Ben Markewich corner 
by his.pump house. 


18. To see if the Town will approve a town ordin- 
ance adopted by the Board of Selectmen permitting 
baseball games and) sports to be held in the Town on 
Sundays; subsequent to one o’clock in the afternoon, 
and theatrical performances or. motion pictures to be 
held onSundays to be opened notearlier than sixo’clock 
in the afternoon, and pass any vote relating thereto.

to take any action relating thereto.

side roads, and an index showing names of Owners, 
also, to accept from owners, any historical facts relating 
thereto.

Time is constantly making changes on our lives 
and with this in mind, ’m making my first annual re- 
port as Forest Fire Warden. During the spring of 1946 
on the advice of a physician, Mr. Hawley resigned as 
Warden and on recommendation of the Selectmen the 
State Forester confirmed my appointment. It is earn- 
estly desired that the people of this town give me the 
same loyal support as afforded my predecessor. 

The year 1946 was an extremely fortunate one be- 
cause of favorable weather conditions—less than two 
acres being burned over. Analysis of the reportable 
fires show a total of five, four in April and one in May. 
The April fires resulted from persons burning brush and 
debris on hazardous days. A singular comparison re- 
garding these fires reveals they were started’ without 
first obtaining a written permit from the Warden. 

Prevention is one of the most important phases of 
all fire effort. This is particularly true of forest fire 
control work, preventing forest fires preserves valuable 
forest growth and other property, conserves man power 
and permits their use in productive channels, saves tax- 
payers’ money and conserves fire fighting equipment. 
The prevention of forest fires is the most imporiant and 
difficult part of the work of your Forest Fire Warden 
who heads a local crganization set up primarily for the 
security of your community’s forest property.

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To properly fulfill his mission, The Warden} needs 
the generous and understanding cooperation of the pub. 
lic at large. He attempts to secure this cooperation by 
the posting of caution notices, news items and by word 
of mouth, always carefully explaining, the necessity of 
restrictions imposed. In the matter of giving coopera- 
tion, however, the public often fails. The record shows 
thet an average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year, Ana- 
lysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 
per cent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result. 
of human carelessness and iare preventable. 

The carless smoker fails to properly extinguish his 
cigar, cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws 
them from the car window; the debris burner fails or 
refuses to consult the Warden, as the law requires when 
the ground is not covered with snow, before attempting 
to burn; campers fail to properly extinguish their fires 
or frequently build fires when conditions are unfavor- 
able. 

The elimination of human causes from the forest. 
fire problem is the answer. This is! not difficult of ac- 
complishment as it might appear at first glance. Let 
each one who reads this 

tl, Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near 
woodland. 

2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in 
and near woodland and when the ground is not covered 
with snow, secure written pee to burn from the 
Forest Fire Warden. 

3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. 
Don’t throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 

4. Cooperate with and assist the Warden and urge 
others to do so. 

5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PRE- 
VENT FIREHS—his efforts are only as effective as is the 
cooperation you give him!

He informed us that it would be advisable to wait 
until the “State of Hmergency is over or the War form- 
ally declared ended” before making any permanent list 
of servicepeople to be honored.

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The problem of teacher supply is becoming more 
serious. Last year’s report made reference to this prob- 
lem and it is and will continue to be a problem of the- 
schools. 

The district has been fortunate that it has been 
able to retain the services of experienced teachers. How 
long this condition will obtain is a matter of conjecture. 
The daily press, aS well as magazine articles, has stress- 
ed the seriousness of the problem that the schools face. 
This problem of teacher supply will be present for sev- 
eral years. It is being attacked on a national and state 
basis. The problem will be solved when sufficient num- 
bers of high school graduates enter teacher training 
institutions. In order that the profession may have 
greater appeal the economic and social status of the 
teacher is in process of radical revision. Only when 
teaching positions become attractive from the economic 
and social aspects will the type of prospective teacher 
that we are all anxious to have as the leaders of chil- 
dren seriously consider entering the field. 

The progress of the pupils in Windham schools 
has been good. Test results of the past year are objec- 
tive evaluations of pupil progress. The norms for Wind- 
ham pupils exceed the national norms. This can be at- 
tributed to several factors. Type of pupil and home in- 
fluence are external factors that affect the progress of 
the pupils. In the school itself the teacher is the factor 
of prime importance. Availability of materials, books 
and supplies, are other contributing factors. If test re- 
sults are satisfactory, it is mute evidence that these fac- 
tors are adequately met. 

The schools are still facing serious shortages. 
Paper supply is still the basic problem. Text book deliv- 
eries are slow due to shortages in the paper supply. 
Paper supplies are difficult to obtain and advances in 
price come with serious frequency. To overcome this. 
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obstacle needs are estimated 9 months to a year in ad- 
vance and only in this way can the normal needs of the 
school be met. When market conditions become more 
nearly normal, unanticipated demands can be met more 
quickly and easily. 

The enrollment has remained relatively constant 
for the past five years. The next five will, however, 
show a.definite increase. A study of the enrollments of 
the first three grades for the past eleven years reveals 
why this will be so. The enrollments for June 1936 to 
19389 in these three grades were 24, 23, 24, 23 respec- 
tively. Beginning June 1940 the same groups have the 
following enrollments 31, 35, 37, 34, 35, 35 and 41 or 
the average enrollment in these lower grades has in- 
creased from 23.5 to 35.4. The first grade has a low of 
5 in 1937 to a high of 16 in 1946. As these grades ad- 
“vance to 7th and 8th grades the problem of housing 
may become serious. 


The educational progress of Windham pupils has 
been aided by the policy of continuously adding new 
books as basic materials and supplementing present 
supply with additional titles. Slowly but surely this 
policy will enable us to build a supply of books that will 
undoubtedly enable teachers to meet the educational 
needs of the pupils more adequately. Class room libra- 
ries to meet the needs and interests of all are a distinct 
asset in all class rooms. 

The greatest need in the schools has been negiect- 
ed for the past few years. This neglect has been inten- 
tional. Maps and charts in geography are in a state of 
flux and until some stability can be noted it seems wise 
to wait. It will not be too long, however, before we can 
begin to attack this problem. 


A long range program should be adopted to build 
a supply of visual and auditory aid materials. Maps, 
charts, exhibits, projectors, radio and record players are 
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a small portion of the available materials that are usea. 
to make the educational program more significant to 
pupils. 


Finances 


The financial needs of the schools on a state aid. 
basis have been brought to the attention of the state in 
pending legislation calling for a radical revision of state 
aid. The preservation of local autonomy is vital but the 
financial support of schools needs to be spread Over a 
broaden base for. two reasons. The first one is the nec- 
essity of broadening our educational offerings and to 
provide adequate salary scaled to attract and retain 
capabie teachers. The second is to prevent by state 
assistance the financial burden on real property from 
becoming prohibitive. It may not mean lowering local 
tax levies but without increasing the local levy to pro- 
vide greater educational service. 


The present budget shows an overall increase of 
$4,207.00. An analysis of the figure reveals that the 
main causes for such an increase are teacher salaries, 
tuition and transportation. The four listed items ac- 
count for $3,469 of the increase with the balance of the 
increase $738 is occasioned by small increases in 12. 
other items. 


The increased amount in the teachers’ salary item 
is self explanatory. Increase in elementary tuition is 
due to two factors, increased cost and increased num- 
ber of pupils. This estimate is considerably less than the 
cost of transportation for the children involved. The 
same condition holds in connection with high school 
tuition, increased number of pupils attending high 
school at an increased rate cause this rise here. 

The pending legislation in revising the state aid 
statues may result in some assistance at a future date. 
This, however, can not be considered until definite ac- 
tion take place. 
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The fact that your schools have functioned well in 
this period has been due to the valued assistance and 
cooperation of teachers, parents, pupils and last but not 
least the school board. The cooperation of parents, 
pupils and teachers contributes to the progress of the 
-schools. The understanding and wise counsel of the 
school board who give unremittingly of their time 
smooths the path for all in achieving the best possible 
results.
